The new tax. if voted into an 
ordinance, will help in paying 
for street im provem ents, exten­ 
sion of sew er mains, a future rec­ 
reation center w hich w ill include 
tennis courts, sw im m ing pool, and 
a hoped for 18-hole golf course. 
The ultim ate plans of the city 
fathers also includes 
additional 
space for the police station, a 
branch fire station at the south 
gnd of tow n and eventually a 
new building w hich would pro­ 
vide needed room for city offices. 


ALWORTH IN MAKING the 
announcem ent said th at the city 
council at an inform al meeting 
held Friday, 
gave considerable , 
consideration to the program oi 
public im provem ent as outlined 
in his speech before the Rotary 
and the Lions club.

m anager’s 
w ritten 
statem ent in p art follows: “As the 
first step in the financial plan, 
the Council proposes to establish, 
by ordinance, a local sales tax of 
1 *á percent. F orty-eight cities in 
California have alread y adopted 
the sales tax as a source of much 
needed revenue. W ith one or two 
exceptions the plan has been sat­ 
isfactory and successful in opera- 
I tion.

"THE LOCAL SALES tax ord­ 
inance would be patterned after 
sim ilar ordinances in other cities 
und would follow closely the un i­ 
form ordinance developed 
and 
recom mended by the League of 
California cities. The tax will be 
collected by the city. Under the 
uniform ordinance th e tax would 
apply to the same item s which 
are taxed by the S tate Sales Tax 
Law and no exem ptions other 
than those contained in the State 
Act would be made. 
The City Council is reluctant 
to request an increase in the 
property tax rate and believe that 
a local sales tax is one of the 
fairest ways to secure a portion 
of the funds needed for the pub­ 
lic works program. 


THE GENERAL INCREASE in 
price and wage levels is reflected 
in the cost of city governm ent 
A lthough the assessed valuation 
of property in Palm Springs has 
been increased substantially, the 
$1.00 tax rate for local purposes 
has not been increased since the 
city was incorporated in 1938. The 
City Council believes that the 
revenue from a local sales, tax 
w ill be substantial and will great­ 
ly assist in carrying out the pro­ 
posed plan of public works.

Tax Notes 


WHEN TO FILE JC 'NT 
OR SEPARATE RETJRN S 


Before discussing the inform a­ 
tion required for the Short-Form 
1040 and the 
Long-Form 
1040 
we will discuss the advantages 
and disadvantages of joint and ¡ 
seperate returns of husband and 
wife. 
When two individuals are hus­ 
band and wife at the end of the 
taxable year they have the option 
of filing joint or separate returns, 
even if they a re not living to ­ 
gether. A joint return may not 
be filed 
for 
the year during 
which one spouse dies. Also a 
joint return m ay not be filed if 
the husband or wife is a non­ 
resident alien or if the husband 
and wife have different taxable 
years. 


SINCE CALIFORNIA is one of 
the “comm unity property” states, 
certain income of either spouse 
is considered th e income of both. 
Salary and w ages of the husband 
or wife, property acquired through 
the 
efforts 
of 
either 
spouse 
during m arriage, or the income 
thereof, b e c o m e s com m unity 
property. 
Salary or wages 
of 
either before m arriage or income 
from property 
acquired before 
m arriage is considered separate 
income. 
Generally, th ere is a decided 
advantage in filing separate re ­ 
turns because each spouse reports 
one-half of th e income and, since 
we have graduated surtax rates, 
this will result in a lower total 
tax. There are, however, also cer­ 
tain disadvantages and therefore, 
all facts m ust be weighed before 
it can definitely be stated w hich 
is the “lesser of two evils,” joint 
or separate returns.
